SUBJECT: CSCE: CYPRUS PROBLEM 

1. PORTUGUESE DELEGATION HEAD HAS ASKED US WHAT INSTRUCTIONS WE 
HAVE TO COVER POSSIBLE SITUATION IN WHICH REBEL CYPRIOT REGIME 
MIGHT SEND ITS OWN REPRESENTATIVE TO CSCE, WHILE PRESENT CYPRUS 
DELEGATION REMAINS LOYAL TO MAKARIOS. NOTING THAT CYPRIOT 
DELEGATION HEAD HERE (M A VROMMATIS ) IS A FORMER MINISTER AND 
PRESUMABLY LOYAL TO MAKARIOS, PORTUGUESE REP SUGGESTED SUCH A 
SITUATION WOULD BE DIFFICULT, ESPECIALLY IN VIEW OF WHAT HE 
DESCRIBED AS THE "NATO DECISION" TO BACK MAKARIOS. 

2. WE ASSUME REBEL CYPRIOT REGIME HAS OTHER THINGS TO THINK 
ABOUT FOR THE MOMENT, AND THAT THE LIKELIHOOD OF A REBEL 
CYPRIOT DELEGATION TURNING UP AT CSCE IS RATHER SMALL. 
NEVERTHELESS, FINAL SCHEDULE BEFORE CSCE RECESS ON JULY 26 
PROVIDES TWO OCCASIONS (MEDITERRANEAN GROUP JULY 23 AND 
COORDINATING COMMITTEE JULY 25) ON WHICH CYPRIOT DEL COULD 
MAKE PRO-MAKARIOS OR PRO-SAMPSON DECLARATION. WHILE OUR 
INCLINATION WOULD BE TO SIMPLY LET ANY SUCH INCIDENT BLOW 
OVER, WE WOULD APPRECIATE GUIDANCE ON HOW WE SHOULD RESPOND TO 
PORTUGUESE AND OTHER INQUIRIES ON THIS SUBJECT. 
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
